Fixed Assessment 
For G.T.P. Hotel 
Wrong In Principle 


The more it is analyzed the more unreasonable does the pro- 
posal to give the Grand Trunk Pacific hotel a fixed assessment 
appear. 

By setting their assessment at $50,000, the city council prac- 
tically says to the Grand Trunk Pacific that the city of Edmonton 
will take from the other hotel keepers and property owners of the 
city the share of taxes which the G. T. P. should pay and will hand 
the amount over to the G. T. .P., thereby making the hotel keepers 
who will have to compete with the G. T. P. pay not only their own 
taxes, but their share of the G. T. P. as well. 

The hotel keepers, of course, owing to the fact that they are 
engaged in a traffic which is not held in especially high esteem by 
the majority, are not likely to get into the spotlight by making a 
clamor about the exemption of a rival, and even if they did it is 
scarcely likely that they would get much sympathy from the public. 
But suppose, for the sake of argument, that the proposal was to 
relieve from its fair share of taxation a department store instead 
of a hotel, what would the retail merchants have to say about it? 

It is pretty safe to say that if T. Eaton, John Wanamaker, or 
The Harrads came to the city with a proposal to invest half a mil- 
lion dollars in a department store on condition that others were 
compelled to pay the department store’s taxes, the council would not 
waste much time discussing the matter, and the retail merchants 
woula see to it that no such Pyaaw passed even if the council did 
submit it. 

And yet every argument that has been advanced in favor of) 
exempting the G. T. P. hotel might as properly be advanced in 
favor of exempting T. Eaton or the Herrods. 

The fixed assessment for the G. T. P. is wrong and should be 
defeated on principle.

Paper Clause Points 


The Moral of 
Free Trade Basis 


Incorporated in the reciprocity agreement is a clause providing, 


under certain conditions, for absolute free trade in paper of the} 


lower grades, such as news print and wrapping paper. 

The clause, in brief, provides that in case the provinces of On- 
tario and Quebec withdraw their embargoes on pulp wood, paper 
becomes free either way. 

The Toronto News, which is the champion of the protected 
interests, sees in this a heinous offence against Canada, and uses 
many columns of space to prove that it is a conspiracy to put a 
struggling industry out of business. 

In the meantime, the paper makers of Canada are investing 
hundreds of thousands of dollars in improved machinery, getting |' 


ready to meet competition from the United States paper trust in| 


Canada and to invade the markets of United States. 

Under the reciprocity arrangement paper is practically the 
only manufactured product that goes onto the free list under any 
conditions, and its acceptance as a free trade product is contingent 
on something over which the federal government has no control. 

The one product of paper, however, is sufficient to prove the 
moral. While the protectionists howl against free trade in paper 
the paper makers get ready to do business on a free trade basis. 

The general application of the free trade rule would compel 
manufacturers in other lines to do the same thing,

JAMES GORDON BENNETT YACHT 
TROPHY !S AGAIN TO BE COM- 
PETED FOR SOON. 


After a lapse of 24 years the famous 
Brenton’s Reef and Cape May ehallonge 
cups, presented to the New York Yacht 
club in 4872 by ex-Gommodore James 
Gordon Bennett, are to be raced for this 
summer on this sile of the Atlantic 
over the regular courses. 

At a recent meeting ex-Commodore 
Robert E, Tod of the Atlantic and New 
York Yacht clubs challenged ex-Com- 
modore Wilson Marshall of the Lareh- 
mont and New York Yacht clubs to race 
for both these popular trophies upon 
dates to be selected by the regatta 
committee of the club. According to the 
deeds of the gift of both cups the races 
must be sailed between the — third 
Thursday in June and the third Thgrs- 
day in October. 

Both cups were won in 1904 in Brit- 
ish waters by the schooner Atlantic 
owned hy Wilson Marshall. The gut 
ter Britannia, owned by HL RB. R. the 
Prince of Wales, was the holder of both 
cups when Commodore Marshall ohal- 
lenged for them. The Britannia had 
won them 44 years before in races over 
the course from the Isle of Wight to 
Cherbourg and return. 

The last races for these.eups in these 
waters were when Sir Riohard Sutton 
challenged for them with his cutter 
Genesta, just after she had been de- 
feated by the Puritan in the race for the 
America cup, Caldwell H. Galt, who 
owned the famous old schooner Daunt- 
less, accepted the challenge, and al- 
though she sailed a plucky race over 
both courses, she was defeated by the 
single sticker, 

The first race for the Brenton's Reef 
cup was won by the schooner Rambler, 
owned by J. M. Forbes in 1872. The 
schooner Dreadnought, owned by A. B 
Stockwell, won the first race for the 
Cape May challenge cup the same year
